1. Attempted several times to reach Mr. Harry Van Cleve 
in the General Counsel's office af OSD. Falling te reach him, 1 
attempted to call General Loeper and talked with « Calonel Crosson 
in his office. Cresson repeated the DOD position that CIA should 
not be in the Executive Order relating to delegation ef authority to 
make determinations under the Atomic Zaergy Act. He further 
indicated that fer the purposes of tha ] conferenc 
if the Agency furnished types of infer mation desired to 
DOD and AEC would secure the necessary Presidential determination. 
Ia response to a specific query he indicated CIA would not need te be 
included but could utilise established channele with the approval of 
DOD aad ALC. 


2. Hisenssed the same subject as above with General Starbira 
ef AEC. His pesition was entirely consistent with Colonel Crossen“: — 
except that is answer to a query he stated that a joint DOD/AEC request 
ta the President for determination for the [conference could 
include CIA for transmission purposes. This matter ia boing brought 
to the Director's attention.
